NEW LAND RESULTS IN DISCO

EXPLORERS.

WASHINGTON, November 22. The and

Alaska, which tho United at
States acquired several months ago,
appear to bo very unstable territory,
according to the latest reports received
by Captain Worth G. Rowi, chief of the It.
revenue cutter service In tills city.
About a month ago The Star published and
a summary of a report made by Lieut.
1). H. Camden of the cutter McCulIoch ing
regarding the birth of the new lauds
and the explorations of them made by

himself and a party of revenue cutter
servlco olllcials, who wore tho Ilrst and
as It has turned out to bo the only ones or

that have ever set foot on the Islands.
Since Lieut. Camden and his com-

panions visited tho islands In July and
August last a remarkable transforma-
tion has taken place in the new group.
McCulIoch peak, the higher of the two
mountains that were forced up from as
the bottom of the sea, has entirely dis
appeared and many changes have taken
place In Perry peak and the remaining
new land. Under verbal orders from
Captain H. U. Rodgera, commanding
tho McCullocli, Lieut. Camden visited of
the Ilogoslof group again the 15th of
October, and tne changes discovered arc In
the subject of a report made by him
and which has just reached Captain
Ross.

The report shows the remarkable
transformations made in the new Isl-

ands In the two months that elapsed
between the first and last visit and It
will be of much Interest to the scien-
tific world. As the McCulIoch rounded
Cape Cheerful Instructions were given
tho quartermaster at tho wheel to no-

tify Lieut. Camden as soon as the
vapor from the hot lands, which on
former visits could be seen for miles
before the islands were reached, was
visible.

Much to tlie siirprlso t all aboard
the ships, mile after nillo was traversed
without any vapor being discerned on
the horizon, until tho Island became
visible some fifteen miles away.

"Over the land there was no evi-

dence of the cloud that had hitherto
been visible for such a great distance,
and It was evident that there was but
little steam escaping from Perry and
McCulIoch peaks, from which such
dense volumes escaped at. the time of
the visit of this vessel In August.

"Lieut. Camden wus prepared to ob
serve many interesting clianges, even
to the upheaval of another peak, but
the first change that was observed
was at such a variance with anything
that had been expected that It was
startling, to say the least. McCulIoch
peak, 395 feet high, with a base 1.700 a
by 2,000 feet, had entirely disappeared
leaving the half of Perry peak with
its perpendicular wall standing In grim
silence as a heudatoue at the grave of
tho departed pcaK. However, a nearer
viow disclosed the fact that McCulIoch
peak had not. died without a struggle or
without leaving some evidence of its
short existence, for astonishing changes
had occurred in the profiles of the
peaks, the rugged outlines of each or
which had been softened to a general
symmetry by a padding of lava dust
that almost disguised them beyond re-

cognition, while the sand spit connect-
ing the peaks hud attained a height
varying rrom 20 to 100 feet, us snowu
by the contour lines In the sketch.

'Incalculable tons of material hun-

dreds of feet in depth had been deposit-
ed over the entire island. Klre lslnnd
and Perry peak now towered Into the
air, with a gentle Incline rising from
tho beach, several hundred yards dis-

tant, to their summit.
Castle rock, on account of Its preci-

pitous walls, had no considerable depth
of the lava dust deposited on It, and
consequently its form remains unal-

tered, hut Its color is changed to the
very tips or Its hlghes' rocks fiom gray
to the color of Portland commit. At

be Jarred or blown from Its bed. high

was obvious. McCulIoch peak hud
blown up certainly not more than a

hours before the fall of lava dust
Uualaska, and this, then, was the

much disputed source.
"There had been an unusual erup-

tion of water Into the crater beneath
a tremendous pressure Instantly

created and a shower of rocks, mud
dust hurled high into the air, the

latter being carried with the prevail
winds and scattered over the Aleu

tian Islands to the southward from
their beaches to the summits of the
loftiest volcanoes.

'Mount Makushla, with an elevation
0,'JGI feel, is an active volcano, sit-

uated on Unalaska Island at a point
about forty miles east of Ilogoslof isl
and, it is said that there is a sub-

terranean connection between the two
volcanoes, but the theory has no re-

liable foundation, and is hardly tenable
the activity of the one does not pro

duce any noticeable activity on the
part of the other. However, as lias
been previously stated, after the fall of
lava dust at Unalaska, there was much
discussion as to the origin of 11. some

the natives claiming that it had
come from a volcano on Umnalt Island,

which they were supported by the
direction of the wind at the time the
fall of tho dust occurred. Others. In
the vlclnty of Unalaska, claimed that
Mount Makiishln was responsible for
the. shower. Hut the natives of Ka
sega bay stated that they had seen an
Immense cloud of dust over Hogoslof
Island, which was thrown to a great
elevation and carried in various di-

rections by counter currents ot the
higher altitudes. Consequently the
direction from which this cloud of lava
dust approached the earth was no evi
dence as to tho direction of its source

' While Mount Makushin was ob-

served to be covered with lava dust, so
were all the surrounding mountains
and to Lieut. Camden it seems there
can be but little doubt that the deposit
wus belched from llogohlof Island when
the explosion of McCulIoch peak oc-

curred.
"No attempt was made to land on ac-

count of the heavy surf. Had a land-

ing been effected but little could have
been f accomplished, as the lava dust
lay many feet in depth over tho Island
and would have proved but little bet-

ter than quicksand to traverse.
"From the northern side of the isl-

and a small Jet of steam escaping from
the apex of Perry peak was visible,
while over the more elevated portion
of the sand spit a thin vapor wns (list
cernlble, which was correctly sur-

mised as later proved, as arising from
lake or bay occupying the old sito of

.McCulIoch peak.
"As tho McCulIoch steamed around

the northwest end of the island
the increased width of tho island be
came apparent, and bearings were
taken from which Its widest points
were plotted.

"When opposite Castle rock the ship
came upon the lagoon whose existence
had been suspected and for which all
had been looking. Through tho open-

ing a deep bay over half a mile in dia-

meter could bo seen extending to the
base of Perry peak, from the surface
of which stea'iu slowly rose In con
siderable quantities.

"Tho northern banks of this inlet
were precipitous and estimated to bo
100 feot high. At one or two points
on the bank there seemed to be nil
usual activity, and one as the men on
t he Kill p rn'.od a dense cloud of smoke
arohe with a rush as If llred from
cannon, but there was no report.

"A thick deposit of sulphur was
on the beach and its fumes

could be detected two miles away.
